Monday and Tuesday a lot of
producers put in long hours trying to harvest what they could
before the storms came through. Wednesday most of the county
received at least 1.75 inches and have heard various amounts up
to 3 inches. So we are plenty wet for now and will be at least a
week till producers can get back into their fields. Today is sunny
blue skies and some wind which will go a long way in helping to
dry things out. Corn and soybeans were harvested heavily on
Monday and Tuesday due to rains coming on Wednesday. Now
that has halted the harvest for at least a week. Some hay was also
baled beginning of the week. Some wheat and cover crops were
also seeded. Apple harvest continues in the county. The rains did
not help with harvest either nor getting bins to trucks to be loaded
with the amount of rainfall we had. Small grains and forage crops
seeded earlier are looking pretty good at this time. Vegetables are
done because of heavy frost the other week unless in a high
tunnel. So the producers are still busy even though the rain has
halted fieldwork for now. Producers are reminded to visit their
FSA offices before November 16th deadline to report small grains
and forage crops to be harvested in 2016 crop year.
